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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to fornrt a single general Inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) l4, drawn to a mutant ARC protein. 

Group II, claim(s) 5-10, drawn to a polynucleotides, vector comprising said 
polynucleotide, and host cell. 

Group III, claim(s) 11, drawn to method of screening for a candidate compound that 
inhibits piling up of cells. 

Group IV, claim(s) 12, drawn to a method of screening for a polynucleotide that encodes 
a mutant ARC protein. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under RCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The expression "special technical features" shall mean those technical features 
that define a contribution which each of the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, 
makes over the prior art. Claim I of Group I is drawn to a mutant APC protein. Mimori- 
kiyosue et al. (2001. J Cell Biology 154:1 105-1 109) teach a mutant APC tumor 
suppressor proteins are linked to the development of colorectal cancer (page 1 105, 1®' 
column, 1*' paragrap). Mutant APC protein is well known in the art. Therefore, the first 
claimed invention does not constitute a contribution over the prior art and does not have 
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a special technical feature. Thus, the first claimed invention cannot share a special 
technical feature with the other claimed inventions. 

Species Election 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A. amino acid position 2827 to C-terminus of SEQ ID N0:1 

B. amino acid position 2159 to C-terminus of SEQ ID N0:1 

C. amino acid position 860 to C-terminus of SEQ ID N0:1 

If Applicant elects any of Inventions l-lll, Applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single species to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Each sequence comprises a unique structural and 
functional peptide. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected 
species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
